DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment filed 07/1 6/201 0. Claims 1 - 
13 are pending and an action on the merits is as follows. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 07/16/2010, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-13 are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, prior art of records fail to teach or suggest the combination 
of limitations set forth in claim 1 ; specifically for the limitation "dispersed as luminescent 
centers in the ambipolar inorganic semiconductor material in which coating materials for 
coating surfaces of the nanocrystals are eliminated from the surfaces of the 
nanocrystals" in combination with other features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-13, these claims are allowable for the reasons given for 
claiml , and because of their dependency status on this claims.
